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Police: II.S. 
official kills 
2 gunmen 
in Pakistan

LAHORE, Pakistan (AP) — 
A U.S. consular employee 
shot and killed two gunmen as 
they approached his vehicle in 
a congested street in Pakistan 
on Thursday, police said. A 
pedestrian was also killed 
by a speeding American car 
trying to help, an officer said. 
The U.S. State Department 
confirmed that an American 
employee was involved in the 
incident in Lahore, but could 
not provide details. 

Police officer Umar Saeed 
said the men were suspected 
robbers, but provided no 
evidence to back up the 
statement. He said the 
American, who was not 
identified, shot at the men in 
self-defense. 

Western diplomats travel with 
armed guards in many parts 
of Pakistan because of the 
risk of militant attack. Lahore 
has seen frequent terrorist 
bombings and shootings over 
the last two years, though 
the city’s small expatriate 
population has not been 
directly targeted. 

Lahore police chief Aslam 
Tareen said the American was 
being questioned by the police 
and may be charged with both 
murder and illegally carrying 
a weapon: a Beretta pistol. 
The American shot both men 
after they pointed guns at him 
at an intersection, Tareen said.

FORT JACKSON, S.C. - First 
lady Michelle Obama said 
Thursday that the military’s 
push to turn recruits into 
health-conscious warriors 
could be a model for making 
people across the U.S. more 
focused on fitness and 
nutrition.

Obama, who has made battling 
childhood obesity one of her 
signature causes as first lady, 
visited the Army’s largest 
training post at Fort Jackson 
outside Columbia to see what 
the Army has done, from more 
rigorous training drills to fat- 
free milk in its mess halls. 

She told Lt. Gen. Mark 
Herding, who has worked to 


overhaul both the soldiers’ 
diets and exercise programs, 
that she was fascinated by the 
project. A lack of fitness is 
“not just a health issue but a 
national security issue,” she 
said, and the military’s health 
initiatives could be a model 
for youngsters elsewhere. 

“A lot of young people around 
the country could use the same 
kind of support,” she said. 
Herding gave the first lady 
a military-style briefing, 
accompanied by colorful 
slides beamed on three large 
screens hung on the walls, 
that detailed how the nation’s 
obesity problems create 
problems for the Army. 

Kids are spending too much 
time in front of TV and 
computer screens, not getting 
enough exercise and drinking 
too many sugary soft drinks, 
Herding said. He said that 
makes their bones too fragile 
for military lifestyles. 

New soldiers are given 
exercises for core body 


strength and stamina. Obama 
got to see the green salads, 
fruit and nuts offered in one of 
the chow lines at the post and 
chatted with drill sergeants 
about the challenges of getting 
recruits into shape. 

The first lady sat with a half- 
dozen senior trainers, asking 
them how they dealt with 
a generation more adept at 
video games than sports or 
playground games. 

“How are the soldiers reacting 
to this new training? I’m a 
mother, and it’s all about 
getting the kids to go outside,” 
she told Staff. Sgt. Brian 
Evans, of East St. Louis, Ill. 

“It takes a while before they 
figure it out, that this food, 
this exercise, actually works,” 
responded Evans, a 14-year 
Army veteran who said he’d 
been deployed seven times to 
Iraq and four to Afghanistan 
with Special Operations units. 
“Hopefully they will take that 
and adapt it to their lifestyle, 
so it branches off back to their 


families.” 

Obama echoed that message 
in her address later in the 
day to the 1,100 soldiers 
graduating after 10 weeks of 
basic training and recognized 
their effort to choose healthier 
foods. 

“I know these past 10 weeks 
haven’t been easy,” she told 
the soldiers. “But the truth is, 
you never gave up, you never 
gave in, you pushed yourself 
to your limits and beyond.” 

To wild cheers, Obama praised 
the families attending for 
letting their young men and 
women serve their country 
despite the risks. 

“We want you to know how 
proud we are of all that you 
have achieved. We are grateful 
to you all,” she said. 

Fort Jackson’s commander, 
Maj. Gen. James Milano, said 
the first lady’s visit was a big 
boost for military families, 
particularly those who have 
endured years of deployments 
and separations.□

NEW YORK - Enough 

already. 

People across the Northeast 
wearily shoveled their 
sidewalks and dug out their 
cars — again — after getting 
clobbered by the latest in 
a seemingly never-ending 
string of snowstorms, this 
one an overachieving mess 
that packed more punch than 
anyone expected. 

“I’ve lived in New York 70 
years, and this year is the 
worst I remember,” said 
Lenny Eitelberg, 77. “It’s the 
continuity of it. It just keeps 
coming. Every week there’s 
something new to be worried 
about. It’s almost become 
comical.” 

In the Washington area, up 
to 7 inches of snow renewed 
memories of last year’s 
“snowpocalypse” and created 
chaos when it hit the nation’s 
capital at the height of the 
evening rush hour Wednesday, 
forcing commuters into 
treacherous, eight-hour drives 
home. Even the president got 
caught in traffic. 

New Yorkers, keeping close 
watch on the cleanup after 
a post-Christmas blizzard 
paralyzed the city for days, 
had it a little easier this time. 
The heaviest snow arrived 
overnight, when there weren’t 
many cars and buses around to 
get stuck. 

The forecast had called for 
up to a foot of snow, but the 
storm brought far more than 
that. New York got 19 inches, 
Philadelphia 17. Boston got 
about a foot, as expected. 
Many schools closed for a 
second day Thursday. Airports 
ground to a halt, and nearly a 
half-million people lost power 
at some point. 

Virginia Sforza, 61, was 
indignant as she shoveled her 
sidewalk in Pelham, outside 
New York City. 

“My biggest fear is if it 
continues like this all winter, 
we won’t have a place to put 
it and we’ll never get our cars 
out and we won’t even be able 
to go to the stores,” she said. 
“We had a year like this back 
in the 4 90s, but I was a lot 
younger. The prospect of this 
continuing is disgusting.” 


Washington-area residents, 
who had largely been spared 
heavy snow this winter after 
getting buried by a series of 
storms last year, lamented 
this year’s encore. Around 
300,000 people lost power, 
and motorists abandoned cars 
by the hundreds when pressing 
on proved fruitless. 

In Maryland, jackknifed 
tractor-trailers and other stuck 
vehicles blocked roads and 
impeded snowplows. 

“That’s the nightmarish 
situation that we’ve been 
dealing with as quickly as we 
can,” Gov. Martin O’Malley 
said. 

Logan Nielson, 31, who works 
in advertising in SanFrancisco, 
described a harrowing 60-mile 
drive from Dulles Airport in 
northern Virginia to his hotel 
in Baltimore. What should 
have been no more than a two- 
hour trip became a nine-hour 
ordeal. 

“It was a nightmare. ... We 
would sit there for 30-minute 
periods, not moving,” he said. 
“You don’t know: 4 Am I stuck 
here for three hours? Am I 
stuck here till tomorrow?”’ 
After arriving Wednesday 
night in Washington from 
Manitowoc, Wis., President 
Barack Obama couldn’t fly on 
the helicopter that normally 
takes him to the White House 
from a nearby military base. 
Instead, a motorcade had to 
snake through the crippled 
rush-hour traffic. 

The federal government let 
300,000 Washington-area 
employees go home two hours 
early on Wednesday, sending 
them straight into the teeth 
of the late-afternoon storm. 
Many people took more than 
eight hours to get home. 

The men’s basketball team 
from Maryland’s Towson 
University got stuck in traffic 
just a few miles from its game 
at George Mason University 
in Fairfax, Va. The team 
eventually checked into hotel 
rooms in nearby Manassas 
around 1 a.m. — six hours 
after the scheduled tipoff. The 
game was rescheduled for 
Thursday. 

Two freshmen recruited 
from Florida marveled at the 
scene, never having seen a 
snowstorm cripple an entire 
region. 


“I couldn’t believe it. People 
were getting out of their cars” 
in the middle of the Capital 
Beltway “and stopping to clear 
the snow off their windows,” 
said guard Dre Conner, a 
native of Lauderdale Lakes, 
Fla. 

Even old hands marveled 
at the continuing power of 
this winter, whose endless 
snowstorms are being 
helped along by a cold-air 
phenomenon off the coast 
known as the North Atlantic 
Oscillation. 

After digging out his driveway 
for the “umpteenth time” 
and knocking some large 
chunks of ice off his car, Joel 
Davis stood outside his home 
in Toms River, N.J., and 
wondered when he would ever 
see his lawn again. 

“I like the snow and I expect 
to get some living here, 
but this is nuts,” he said. “I 
can’t remember the last time 
everything wasn’t snow- 
covered. We didn’t get a white 
Christmas, but it seems that 
it’s been white ever since.” 
New York City typically gets 
21 inches of snow a winter. 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
said the latest storm makes 
this January the snowiest 
since the city started keeping 
records, breaking the mark of 
27.4 inches set in 1925. The 
New York area has been hit 
with snow eight times since 
mid-December. 

The city, slammed for its slow 
response to a big storm in late 
December, handled this one 
better. It closed schools and 
some government offices. 
Federal courts in Manhattan 
and the United Nations shut 
down as well. The Statue 
of Liberty closed for snow 
removal. 

Bloomberg said the city 
benefited both from lessons 
learned, as well from the 
storm’s timing. “This time 
people were already home by 
the time the snow really got 
bad,” he said. 

Still, the city wasn’t hassle- 
free. Dozens of passengers 
spent the hours from 2 a.m. to 
6 a.m. huddled in subway cars 
after their train got stuck at a 
Brooklyn station because of 
malfunctioning signals. 

The airport serving Hartford, 
Conn., got a foot of snow, 


bringing the total for the 
month so far to 54.9 inches 
and breaking the all-time 
monthly record of 45.3 inches, 
set in December 1945. 

In Massachusetts, travel 
was made trickier by high 


winds. Gusts of 46 mph were 
reported in Hyannis, 45 mph 
in Rockport and 49 mph on 
Nantucket early Thursday. 
In Lynn, Mass., heavy snow 
collapsed a garage roof and 
briefly trapped two men. □ 
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Oklahoma town gets demolished over lead contamination 



KANSAS CITY, Missouri 
- Most of the residents left, 
the school closed, the city 
government disbanded and 
starting this week, nearly 
every commercial building 
in Picher, Oklahoma, will be 
demolished. 

It makes for a kind of lonely 


feeling for the owner of the 
last-remaining open business 
in Picher, which has been 
vacated over the years because 
of lead contamination. 

“It’s not time for me to leave 
yet,” said Gary Linderman, 
owner of Old Miner’s 
Pharmacy in what is left of 


central Picher, located in the 
northeast corner of the state. 

“I have an obligation to 
people. We are all creatures of 
habit and closing might throw 
them off.” 

In addition to providing 
prescriptions, the pharmacy 
is the only place left in town 
to buy snack food, beverages, 
over-the-counter medicine 
and other necessities. 
Linderman declined a buyout 
from the federal government, 
which declared Picher a 
Superfund site in 1981 and 
has bought out about 900 
homeowners and businesses. 
Crews demolished a funeral 
home, restaurant, thrift shop, 
apartment building and other 
structures this week, with 
more to come. 

Besides lead contamination, 
Picher has suffered in recent 
years from sinkholes that 
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threaten to swallow the 
community into old mines 
below. Three years ago, a 
tornado destroyed about 150 
homes, chasing more people 
away. 

Picher’s population has shrunk 
from 1,640 in 2000 to only 
a handful of residents today. 
The school district and city 
government dissolved in 2009 
and the post office closed. 

The town had more than 
14,000 residents in the 1920s. 


Because of historic 
significance, a church, mining 
museum, auction house and 
a building where mining 
equipment was sold will 
remain standing, though they 
are abandoned. Linderman’s 
building will be surrounded 
by vacant lots in what used to 
be downtown, but he doesn’t 
seem to mind. 

“I’m a farm boy,” he said. 
“I’m used to the wide open 
spaces.”□ 


Suspicious Dallas FedEx 
package contained papers 



DALLAS - A suspicious FedEx package that prompted the 
evacuation of a downtown Dallas office tower on Thursday 
contained papers, and police gave the all clear. 

Local police said the 33-story office tower located at One 
Main Place in downtown Dallas was briefly evacuated after the 
package was found in the basement. 

An explosives ordinance team was brought in but the package 
contained only papers, the police said. It was not clear what was 
suspicious that raised the alarm in the first place. 

The incident came a day after two suspicious packages were 
removed from Republican Senator John Comyn’s Dallas-area 
office. A bomb squad determined they were not a threat.Q

Arizona law targets 
“birthright” citizenship 



PHOENIX - Arizona 
Republicans are to introduce 
legislation on Thursday seeking 
to challenge the right to U.S. 
citizenship for the children of 
legal and illegal immigrants 
bom in the state. 

State Rep. John Kavanagh said 
Republicans would introduce 
two bills in the Arizona 
Legislature seeking to provoke 
a legal review of the 14th 
amendment to the Constitution, 
which anchors citizenship rights 
for the children of immigrants. 
The 14th Amendment 
guarantees citizenship to “all 
persons bom or naturalized in 
the United States, and subject 
to the jurisdiction thereof.” 

It was adopted in 1868 after 
the U.S. Civil War to ensure 
citizenship for former African- 


American slaves. 

The immediate aim of the 
legislation “is to trigger ... 
a Supreme Court review of 
the phrase ‘subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof’ in the 
14th amendment,” Kavanagh 
told Reuters in a telephone 
interview. 

It ultimately seeks “to deny 
citizenship to any child bom of 
parents who are not citizens of 
the United States, be they illegal 
aliens, or foreigners on business 
or for tourist purposes,” he 
added. 

The proposals are to be 
introduced separately in the 
state House of Representatives 
and Senate, where Republicans 
have a majority. 

Kavanagh said the legislation 
would likely come to a vote in 


several weeks, after legislators 
vote on the cash-strapped 
border state’s budget. 

The move by Arizona 
Republicans is an opening 
salvo in a coordinated battle 
announced by legislators in 
several states in recent weeks 
that seeks to deny birthright 
citizenship to children of illegal 
immigrants. 

It follows the desert state’s 
tough immigration crackdown 
last year that required police to 
quiz those they suspected were 
in the country illegally about 
their immigration status. 

Key parts of the state law were 
blocked by a federal judge 
before they came into effect. 
Arizona has appealed the mling 
and is fighting several other 
civil suits lodged by plaintiffs 
including Hispanic and civil 
rights’ groups. 

On Thursday, state Democrats 
slammed their Republican 
colleagues’ latest proposal as a 
waste of “taxpayers’ time and 
money” that would tie the state 
up in further costly litigation. 
“Instead of focusing on jobs, 
the economy and a strong 
future for Arizona, (the backers 
of the law) want to get Arizona 
involved in another losing 
lawsuit,” state Sen. Kyrsten 
Sinema said in a statement. □ 



Man helps push cop car out 
of snow; cop arrests man 


KANSAS CITY, Missouri - Police were grateful when Michael 
Slaughter helped push their squad car from a snow bank. Too 
bad they had to turn around and arrest him. 

Slaughter was in jail on Thursday in lieu of bond on a bad check 
charge. A deputy sheriff and state trooper had been looking 
for Slaughter, 30, to serve an arrest warrant on the charge in 
Wheeling, Mo. last Friday when they got stuck in the snow, and 
Slaughter happened along. 

After the car was freed from the snow, the deputy “kindly 
thanked the man for his gracious assistance” but realized 
Slaughter was the man he was looking for, said Livingston 
County Sheriff Steve Cox in a statement Wednesday. 

The deputy apologized for the way they met, but took Slaughter 
into custody, Cox said.Q 


Dallas “Crime Stopper” cop 
indicted for crimes herself 
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DALLAS - The former head of a Texas “Crime Stoppers” 
tip line to stop crime has been indicted for crimes of her own, 
authorities said on Thursday. 

Dallas Police Department Senior Corporal Theadora Ross and 
co-defendant Malva R. Delley were indicted for pilfering at 
least $250,000 from the “Crime Stoppers” program that Ross 
headed, according to a statement from U.S. Attorney James 
Jacks on Thursday. 

“Crime Stoppers” is a national program that offers cash to 
anonymous callers who provide information that leads to arrests 
or indictments. 

Ross is accused of authorizing payment for bogus tip information 
and coordinating with Delley to collect the payments, which the 
two later shared.Q

Gingrich’s take on Obama’s vision 


When I first heard that President Obama 
was using “winning the future” as the theme 
of his state of the union I thought it was 
ironically funny. 

I wrote a book, “Winning the Future: A 21 st 
Century Contract with America” in 2005. I 
used the title “Winning the Future” to make 
the case that the future was not automatically 
ours, that we Americans were not winning 
the future with our current policies and that 
we would have to make real changes to win. 
My book was also a warning to Republicans. 
It was a serious critique of the Republican 
failure to thoroughly rethink and replace 
failing government policies and institutions. 
I was suggesting the Republican Congress, 
after a decade of power, and the Republican 
administration were not being bold enough, 
creative enough or conservative enough. 
They didn’t listen and suffered the 
consequences in the 2006 and 2008 
elections. 

I looked forward to the State of the Union 
address to see how President Obama would 
build on this theme of winning. Winning 
implies a real contest. Winning implies 
losing is possible. 

As you can imagine my conservative vision 
of winning the future by replacing failing, 
left wing bureaucracies with conservative, 
free market alternatives was radically 
different than President Obama’s. 

After telling us government is failing 
(with a cute story about three different 
departments dealing with salmon) he then 
proposed more power and more money for 
the very institutions he has just suggested 
were ineffective and inefficient. 

However, what was most depressing 
about President Obama’s State of the 
Union address was not its big government 
liberalism, its clever maneuvering to keep 
all the big government of the last two years, 
or its failure to admit how much liberalism 
had failed to create jobs. 

What really saddened me about the 
President’s State of the Union address was 
its shallowness and lack of serious dialogue. 
For three years we have been in the worst 
economy since the great depression. 
Millions of Americans are suffering from 
unemployment. We just learned that first 
time applications for unemployment 
benefits jumped by 51,000 last week. 
Housing prices are continuing to struggle. 
What has the president learned from these 
three years of failure? What should we 


change to get back to job creation? Why 
should we expect more spending by failing 
bureaucracies (President Obama’s version 
of investment) to work? 

The world is becoming more dangerous. 
The Bush strategies did not stop the 
dangerous North Korean and Iranian 
regimes from pursuing nuclear weapons. 
Hamas, Hezbollah, and al Qaeda are still 
killing innocents in brutal terrorist attacks. 
The Obama strategies have been no more 
successful than the Bush strategies. What 
has the president learned from the failure of 
“engagement”? 

The United States continues to send $400 
billion plus overseas even though we 
have huge energy reserves here at home. 
Instead of proposing immediate steps to use 
American energy to create American jobs, 
the president repeated his fantasy of jobs 
in the future created through bureaucratic 
spending on technologies that are currently 
unavailable. 

What serious plans does the president 
have to control spending and balance the 
budget? Freezing spending at its current 
unprecedented high levels will barely make 
a dent in the projected deficit. The deficit 
is now almost twice as large as the entire 
government was in 1983 when I proposed 
a freeze on spending to President Ronald 
Reagan. 

Sadly, there is no Obama plan for winning 
the future. 

There is an Obama plan for protecting big 
government, for pouring more money into 
broken bureaucracies, for borrowing several 
trillion more from the Chinese dictatorship. 
President Obama is on a path to lose the 
future while pretending to change things. 
The Republican House of Representatives 
should aggressively move forward and 
propose a scale of change to genuinely win 
the future. 

Let the American people see the contrast 
and let the American people decide if they 
want big government, high taxes, economic 
decay and dangerous cuts in defense. 

I believe the American people want to 
genuinely win the future and will prefer 
a future of smaller government, more 
entrepreneurship, more genuine investment 
within a free market, more replacement of 
failing policies and institutions and a lot 
more honesty about the real change we 
need. 

Let the debate begin.Q

Relative: Mexico violence worried slain missionary

MONTE ALTO, Texas (AP) 
— A Texas couple who 
were attacked at an illegal 
roadblock in one of Mexico’s 
most violent areas had been 
delivering babies and doing 
missionary work in the 
country for three decades, and 
they had come to expect such 
confrontations, the couple’s 
son said Thursday. 

Nancy Davis, 59, was shot in 
the head Wednesday while her 
husband, Sam, was trying to 
speed away from suspected 
drug cartel gunmen who may 
have wanted to steal their 
pickup truck, authorities said. 
Sam Davis frantically raced to 
the Pharr International Bridge 
border checkpoint with his 
wife bleeding beside him, but 
she was declared dead at a 
McAllen hospital. 

“It would be easier to count the 
times they weren’t chased,” 
the couple’s son, Joseph 
Davis, told The Associated 
Press outside his family’s 
home the remote South Texas 
town of Monte Alto. 

Sam Davis’ mother, Francille 
Davis, told the AP that her 
son and daughter-in-law 
were in Mexico Wednesday 
to pay pastors in some of the 
village churches the family 
had established, but that they 
had recently put off trips 
to Mexico because of the 
spiraling violence. 

She said the drug war had 
prevented Sam from reaching 
the churches earlier in the 
month. “Sam had gone in and 
there were dead bodies all over 
the place,” Francille recalled, 
explaining that Nancy had 
stopped making some of those 


trips because of the risks. 

“But for some reason Nancy 
went in (on Wednesday) and 
did not come out” alive, she 
said. 

The Davises were driving 
along the two-lane road that 
connects the city of San 
Fernando with the border city 
of Reynosa, about 70 miles 
north, when they came upon 
the roadblock, an official in 
Mexico’s Tamaulipas state 
attorney general’s office 
who would not be identified 
because he is not authorized 
to discuss the case told the AP. 
The area where couple was 
attacked is dominated by the 
Gulf Cartel, which has been 
waging a fierce turf war in 
northeastern Tamaulipas with 
the Zetas cartel for control of 
lucrative smuggling routes to 
the U.S. The area has had 40 
violent car thefts in the last 
two months, the official said. 
Sam Davis told U.S. 
investigators that he tried to 
speed away from the gunmen, 
and that they gave chase in a 
pickup truck and opened fire, 
hitting his wife. 

Pharr police said Thursday 
that the couple’s 2008 
Chevrolet pickup is the kind of 
heavy-duty, high-profile truck 
prized by cartels, and that it’s 
likely the reason the Davises 
were targeted. Damage to 
the truck’s quarter-paneling 
suggests the gunmen tried to 
ram them, Pharr police Chief 
Ruben Villescas said. 
Wednesday’s killing echoes 
the September attack on 
American tourist David 
Hartley and his wife on Falcon 
Lake, on the U.S.-Mexico 
border. Tiffany Hartley said 
she and her husband were 


Jet-Skiing in Mexican waters 
when pirates fired on them, 
striking her husband and 
forcing her to flee. His body 
was not recovered. 

“I just thank God that he was 
able to get back across the 
border with her,” Hartley told 
the AP. 

Concerns about the 
investigation into David 
Hartley’s death led Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry to call 
for a stronger response 
from Mexican authorities. 
On Thursday, Perry’s 
spokeswoman, Katherine 
Cesinger, said Nancy Davis’ 
slaying underscores the need 
for greater border security. 
There were conflicting reports 
about exactly where along 
the road the attack occurred. 
Pharr police said it happened 
near San Fernando, but the 
Tamaulipas official said it 
happened about 7 miles south 
of Reynosa. 

Joseph Davis said his parents 
were well aware of the risks 
they were taking travelling to 
Tamaulipas. 

Joseph Davis said his mother 
often text-messaged him after 
crossing the border to let him 
know they arrived safely. 
Tamaulipas is one of three 
Mexican states that accounted 
for 50 percent of the country’s 
more than 15,000 murders last 
year, according to the Mexican 
government. 

The Mexican government in 
November sent more troops 
and federal police there 
in what it called a major 
operative to control drug 
violence, but drug gangs still 
roam freely in caravans of 
SUVs and trucks, attacking 
rivals, terrorizing locals and 


in some cases emptying entire 
towns. 

Merton Rundell III, a friend 
of the Davis’ and the director 
of finance at Union Bible 
College in Indiana, said the 
Davises spent 80 to 90 percent 
of their time in Mexico and 
had a home in the Mexican 
state of Nuevo Leon. He said 
they spent the rest of their 
time at their home in McAllen 
or traveling the U.S. raising 
funds for Gospel Proclaimers 
Missionary Association, the 
organization they founded. 
“They’ve been working in 
Mexico for over 30 years. 
It was mainly establishing 
churches — that was their 
main thrust. 

“They loved the work they 
were doing in spite of the 
danger,” Rundell said. 

Rundell described Nancy 
Davis as “a petite lady with 
a drive like you wouldn’t

believe. She lived life to the 
fullest. They were both totally 
given to (their work).” 

Joseph Davis said his mother 
loved music, and could 
compose songs and lyrics in 
minutes. But he said she loved 
the work she did most of all. 
“Time after time, what made 
her the happiest was seeing 
somebody hit their knees and 
come up forgiven for whatever 
they’ve done — murder, rape, 
the smallest sin,” Joseph Davis 
said. “She’d come home so 
happy. She’d say, ‘Well, we 
stole another one from the 


devil today. ”Q 
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Puerto Rico police arrest 99 suspects in 
drug raid 

PONCE, Puerto Rico (AP) — Police in Puerto Rico have 
arrested 99 suspected drug dealers. 

Gov. Luis Fortuno said Thursday that police are seeking 
another 33 suspects across the U.S. Caribbean territory. 

Most of the arrests occurred in the southern coastal city of 
Ponce, the island’s second-largest city. 

Police say they targeted 41 drug distribution points.q 

7 dead in Ivory Coast cholera outbreak 

ABIJDAN, Ivory Coast (AP) — The head of UNICEF in 
Ivory Coast says that a cholera outbreak in a neighborhood of 
Abidjan killed at least seven people and sickened 35 others. 
UNICEF country chief Sylvie Dossou says the fatality rate 
of 20 percent in the Adjame neighborhood is “unacceptably 
high.” 

Cholera is an acute diarrheal infection that is transmitted 
through lack of hygiene and dirty water. Although easy to 
treat, the infection can be extremely virulent, killing victims 
in less than 6 hours. 

It is unclear if the outbreak is linked to Ivory Coast’s political 
troubles. The country was plunged into crisis after a Nov. 28 
election. The results showed the sitting president had lost, but 
he has refused to leave office, setting off a wave of violence.q 

Second bomb found along busy road in N. 
Ireland 

BELFAST, Northern Ireland (AP) — Police say they’ve 
discovered a second explosive device planted along a busy 
Belfast road, part of a bomb alert which has forced dozens of 
families from the area and highlighted the staying power of 
dissident republican groups in Northern Ireland. 

Dissident threats earlier this week eventually led police to an 
improvised explosive device concealed near a local police 
station on Belfast’s Antrim Road. Police say a second device 
— which they described as a “component part” of the first — 
was discovered Thursday.□

“Diplomatic staff usually 
enjoy a certain type of 
immunity, but I am not sure 
about murder,” he said. “We 
will consult the Foreign Office 
and legal advisers in this 
regard.” 

Police officer Atif Meraj later 
said that a murder case was 
officially registered against 
the American, and another 
case was registered against 
two other Americans for 
killing the pedestrian. 

The gunmen approached 
the American’s vehicle on a 
motorbike, said Saeed, the 
police officer. The American 
managed to alert colleagues 
in a car behind him who hit 
and killed a passer-by as they 
rushed to the scene, he said. 
Local TV showed footage 
of what it said was the 
American’s car, which had 
several bullet holes in the front 
windshield. It also showed 
one of the gunmen laying 
dead next to a motorbike with 
a pistol on the ground nearby. 
The other gunman was shown 
being placed in the back of an 
ambulance and appeared to be 
wearing a holster. 

In Washington, State 
Department spokesman P.J. 
Crowley declined to identify 
the employee involved, but 
said the individual is still in 
Pakistan. He said the incident 
is under investigation.

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — Tunisia’s prime minister appointed 
independents to three key posts in the country’s new interim 
Cabinet on Thursday, removing ministers from the former 
ruling party in a major concession to demonstrators. 

But Prime Minister Mohamed Ghannouchi, himself a holdover 
from the former regime of ousted President Zine El Abidine Ben 
Ali, is staying on in the new Cabinet, despite demonstrators’ 
calls for his ouster. 

It was not immediately clear if naming independent ministers to 
the interior, foreign and defense Cabinet posts would succeed in 
quelling Tunisia’s daily street protests demanding the removal 
of all ministers with ties to the country’s former regime. 

Ben Ali, who had ruled Tunisia for 23 years, was driven from 
power by the anti-government protesters on Jan. 14 and fled to 
Saudi Arabia. 

The new interim Cabinet, Tunisia’s second in 10 days, is a 
caretaker government intended to prepare for elections in 
six to seven months. Ghannouchi said the elections will be 
organized by an independent national commission and overseen 
by international observers to ensure the vote is “honest and 
transparent.” He did not offer a date for the ballot.□

Americans have been targeted 
in Pakistan before. 

In the northwestern city of 
Peshawar in 2008, gunmen 
shot and killed an American 
aid worker as he drove to 
work. Suspected militants also 
opened fire on the vehicle of 
the United States’ top diplomat 
in the city the same year, but 
she survived the attack. 

Street robberies are not 
uncommon in Pakistan, and 
foreigners would be perceived 
as lucrative targets in the poor 
country. 

Lahore is a city of 12 million 
people in eastern Pakistan not 
far from the Indian border. 
The United States has a small 
diplomatic mission there. 
While the facts of the incident 
are still being established, it 
may add to anti-American 
rhetoric in the country. 

A few dozen people protested 


roadside in Lahore, Pakistan on

outside the police station 
where the American was being 
held. They burnt tires and one 
of them held up a sign saying 
“American dog.” 

Sections of the Pakistani 
media are prone to fanning 
right-wing conspiracy theories 
that frequently feature 
armed foreigners roaming 
the country at will, violating 
its sovereignty. The United 
States is pumping millions of 
dollars in aid to the country, 
but many people still regard 
it with suspicion or outright 
enmity. 

“We want to make sure that 
a tragedy like this does not 
affect the strategic partnership 
that we are building with 
Pakistan and we’ll work as 
hard as we can to explain that 
to the Pakistani people,” said 
Crowley, the State Department

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Mandela, 92, 
hospitalized for 
tests in S. Africa

African President Nelson 
Mandela was hospitalized 
for a second straight day 
Thursday for what his office 
described as routine tests 
but which drew concern 
over the health of the 
92-year-old anti-apartheid 
icon. 

Mandela undergoes regular 
hospital checkups, but 
his latest visit starting 
Wednesday stretched into 
an unusually long stay. 
Journalists camped outside 
the hospital Thursday 
as Mandela’s relatives 
and friends entered for 
visits. President Jacob 
Zuma, attending the 
World Economic Forum 
annual meeting in Davos, 
Switzerland, is being 
updated on developments 
by the defense minister, 
whose department is 
responsible for current and 
former presidents’ health 
care, Zuma’s office said. 
The presidency cautioned 
reporters not to put pressure 
on Mandela’s doctors and 
to give “a national hero” 
dignity and respect. 
Children at a school next 
door to Milpark Hospital 
made cards and posters 
wishing Mandela well and 
put them up on the school 


grounds Thursday. Head 
teacher Nicky Humphries 
said students and teachers 
prayed for South Africa’s 
most famous and beloved 
citizen before classes 
started. 

Zuma’s office said Mandela 
“is comfortable and is well 
looked after by a good team 
of medical specialists.” 
Mandela’s office has 
released only a brief 
statement, saying on 
Wednesday the hospital 
visit is for routine tests 
and that Mandela is in 
“no danger and is in good 
spirits.” His spokesman 
did not return calls seeking 
more information. 

The White House said 
President Barack Obama 
and first lady Michelle 
Obama’s thoughts are with 
Mandela. 

Mandela was jailed for 27 
years for his fight against 
apartheid. He became 
South Africa’s first black 
president in 1994 and 
stepped down after serving 
one term in 1999. He 
largely retired from public 
life in 2004. 

The public has seen only 
glimpses of him recently, 
such as in November, when 
his office released photos of 
a private meeting between 
Mandela and members of 
the U.S. and South African 
soccer teams. The teams

CAIRO (AP) — Internet 
service in Egypt was disrupted 
and the government deployed 
an elite special operations 
force in Cairo on Friday, 
hours before an anticipated 
new wave of anti-government 
protests. 

The developments were a 
sign that President Hosni 
Mubarak’s regime was 
toughening its crackdown 
following the biggest protests 
in years against his nearly 30- 
year rule. 

The counter-terror force, 
rarely seen on the streets, 
took up positions in strategic 
locations, including central 
Tahrir Square, site of the 
biggest demonstrations this 
week. 

Facebook and Twitter have 
helped drive this week’s 
protests. But by Thursday 
evening, those sites were 
disrupted, along with cell 
phone text messaging and 
BlackBerry Messenger 

services. Then the Internet 
went down. 

Earlier, the grass-roots 
movement got a double boost 
— the return of Nobel Peace 
laureate Mohamed ElBaradei 
and the backing of the biggest 
opposition group, the Muslim 


Brotherhood. 

After midnight, security 
forces arrested at least five 
Brotherhood leaders and 
five former Members of 
Parliament, according to 
the group’s lawyer, Abdel- 
Moneim Abdel-Maksoud, and 
spokesman, Walid Shalaby. 
They said security forces had 
also taken a large number of 
Brotherhood members in a 
sweep in Cairo and elsewhere. 
The real test for the protest 
movement will be whether 
Egypt’s fragmented 

opposition can come together, 


with Friday’s rallies expected 
to be some of the biggest so 
far. 

Social networking sites were 
abuzz that the gatherings 
called after Friday prayers 
could attract huge numbers 
of protesters demanding the 
ouster of Mubarak. Millions 
gather at mosques across 
the city on Fridays, giving 
organizers a vast pool of 
people to tap into. 

The 82-year-old Mubarak 
has not been seen in public or 
heard from since the protests 
began Tuesday with tens of 


thousands marching in Cairo 
and a string of other cities. 
While he may still have a 
chance to ride out this latest 
challenge, his choices are 
limited, and all are likely to 
lead to a loosening of his grip 
on power. 

Violence escalated on 
Thursday at protests outside 
the capital. In the flashpoint 
city of Suez, along the strategic 
Suez Canal, protesters torched 
a fire station and looted 
weapons that they then 
turned on police. The Interior 
Ministry said in a statement 
that more than 90 police 
officers were injured in those 
clashes. 

There were no immediate 
figures on the number of 
injured protesters. 

In the northern Sinai area 
of Sheik Zuweid, several 
hundred Bedouins and 
police exchanged gunfire, 
killing a 17-year-old. About 
300 protesters surrounded a 
police station from rooftops 
of nearby buildings and fired 
two rocket-propelled grenades 
at it, damaging the walls. 
Video of the shooting of the 
teenager, Mohamed Attef, was 
supplied to a local journalist 
and obtained by AP Television 
News. Attef crumpled to the 
ground after being shot on the 
street. He was alive as fellow 


protesters carried him away 
but later died. 

The United States, Mubarak’s 
main Western backer, has 
been publicly counseling 
reform and an end to the use 
of violence against protesters, 
signs the Egyptian leader 
may no longer be enjoying 
Washington’s full backing. 

In an interview broadcast 
live on YouTube, President 
Barack Obama said the anti¬ 
government protests filling the 
streets show the frustrations 
of Egypt’s citizens. “It is 
very important that people 
have mechanisms in order 
to express their grievances,” 
Obama said. 

Noting that Mubarak has been 
“an ally of ours on a lot of 
critical issues,” Obama added: 
“I’ve always said to him that 
making sure that they’re 
moving forward on reform, 
political reform and economic 
reform, is absolutely critical 
to the long-term well-being of 
Egypt.” 

“And you can see these pent- 
up frustrations that are being 
displayed on the streets,” 
Obama said. 

In a move likely to help swell 
the numbers on the streets, 
the Muslim Brotherhood 
ended days of inaction to 
throw its support behind the 
demonstrations. □

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Tiger 
Woods opened his season with 
a bogey-free round of 3-under 
69 in the Farmers Insurance 
Open that left him five shots 
behind South Korean rookie 
Sunghoon Kang on Thursday. 
If the setting was familiar for 
Woods, so was his middle- 
of-the-pack position after 
starting on the North Course. 
In four of his six wins at this 
tournaments, he has been at 
least five shots behind after 


the opening round. 

“I’m happy with the way I 
played, absolutely,” Woods 
said. “I could have been a 
lot better if I took care of the 
par 5s a little bit more, but 
obviously, I didn’t do that.” 
Kang, a 24-year-old rookie, 
finished with back-to-back 
birdies on the North Course 
for an 8-under 64, giving him 
a one-shot lead over fellow 
rookie Chris Kirk, Alex Prugh 
and Rickie Fowler. 

Phil Mickelson shot 32 on 
the back nine for a 5-under 


67 to match the best score 
on the tougher South Course, 
which hosted the 2008 U.S. 
Open that Woods won in a 
playoff. Also at 67 on the 
South was John Daly, whose 
last win came in 2004 at this 
tournament. He is the last 
player to win at Torrey Pines 
when Woods was in the field. 
“This place means a lot to 
me,” Daly said. “The top 
golfers play here every year. 
That says something.” 

Woods no longer is No. 1 — 
he has slipped to No. 3 in 
the world ranking and can’t 
improve on that this week 
— but he has not played 
the public course he has 
practically owned since that 
U.S. Open in 2008. He missed 
the next year because of knee 
surgery, and last year while 
in a Mississippi addiction 
clinic after being caught in 
extramarital affairs. 

“Welcome back to Torrey,” 
was a popular phrase from the 
gallery throughout his round, 
in which Woods played 
solidly except on the greens. 
He made only two putts 
longer than 3 feet — a 10-foot 
par save on No. 8, and a 25- 
foot birdie putt on the par-3 
sixth that bounced along until 
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catching the right corner of 
the cup. 

“I didn’t leave myself any 
putts,” Woods said. “I kept 
leaving myself above the hole. 
And I didn’t take advantage of 
the par 5s.” 

The North Course is not 
the pushover it has been in 
past years because of some 
new length, and not just in 
distance. Along with being 
some 90 yards longer, the 
rough was allowed to grow 
and is thicker than the grass 
found on the South Course. 

“I didn’t know the North was 
as long as the South,” Ben 
Curtis said after a 70. He 
knows better, but it felt that 
way if tee shots did not stay in 
the narrow, canted fairways. 
Woods was in shorter grass 
on half of his 14 tee shots, 
although four of those 
misses came on the par 5s. 
He couldn’t get to the green 
in two, and didn’t make the 
birdie putts. 

Even so, he looked more like 
the Woods who ended last 
year with a playoff loss at the 
Chevron World Challenge, 
not the guy who played so 
poorly for so much of the year 
that he didn’t win on the U.S. 
PGA Tour for the first time in 
his career. 

It felt like a typical season- 
opener for Woods, including 
his position on the leaderboard. 
In his last four trips to this 
event, he has trailed by seven, 
six, five and two shots after 
the opening round and went 
on to win them all. 

Even so, scoring on the 


North was lower, and Woods 
will need to pick up the 
pace on the South Course. 
He is playing the first two 
days with Anthony Kim and 
Rocco Mediate, whom Woods 
defeated in that epic U.S. 
Open playoff at Torrey Pines. 
Mediate was chattering away, 
as usual, but there wasn’t 
much conversation about that 
19-hole playoff from 2008. 
“We didn’t play that golf 
course,” Woods said. 

Kim was among those at 68, a 
tribute to his great scrambling. 
He chipped in from 40 feet for 
par, holed a 30-foot par putt 
from the fringe and made two 
other par saves outside 10 
feet. 

The top of the leaderboard was 
filled with youth, starting with 
Kang, who earned his card 
through Q-school. Fowler was 
voted the tour rookie of the 
year in 2010 on a ballot that 
included Prugh. Kirk finished 
second on the Nationwide 
Tour last year, when he hurt 
his wrist and couldn’t play the 
last two events. 

On the South Course, rookies 
Fabian Gomez of Argentina 
and Keegan Bradley were 
among those at 67 
Kang had the recipe on the 
North Course that Woods 
couldn’t find. 

“This course, all the par 5s 
are reachable, so I really 
tried to keep to the fairways 
and it worked really well,” 
Kang said. “And I really had 
a good chance on the par 5s. 
That’s why I played very well 
today.’Q

Jeff Pash, the league’s lead negotiator, says Thursday that 
there is “a set of very real consequences if we don’t have an 
agreement by early March.” 

The current collective bargaining agreement is set to expire 
March 3. Owners could impose a lockout as early as the next 
day. 

Although no formal large-group negotiating sessions are 
currently scheduled, Pash says the March 3 deadline could 
be extended if there’s progress. 

The league estimates its gross revenue losses at $120 million 
with no deal by March and $1 billion with no deal by 
September.

AP Hockey Writer 
RALEIGH, North Carolina 
(AP) — While the NFL 
and NBA are facing labor 
uncertainty, the NHL is taking 
a moment to puff out its chest 
as it heads into an All-Star 
weekend unlike any other.

The league expects 
total revenue to rise for the 
fifth straight year to nearly 
$2.9 billion. League-generated 
revenue was believed to be 
going up by 14 percent — an 
85 percent jump over the past 
four years. 


“The league is extremely 
well positioned,” NHL 
Commissioner Gary Bettman 
said. “The vital signs are good 
and we anticipate continued 
growth and momentum. The 
strong numbers are a testament 
to a great product on the ice, 
a growing fan base that loves 
our game, and a strategy that 
provided a path for corporate 
America to reach that fan 
base.” And now the NHL is 
pushing the envelope. 

While the league and All- 
Star game will take a big hit 
because Pittsburgh Penguins 
captain Sidney Crosby — the 
face of the league and its most 
popular player — is out with 
a concussion, at least there is 
another hook to draw people 
in. Aside from taking the All- 
Star game outside — a la the 
Winter Classic on New Year’s 
Day — it is hard to envision 
a more radical change to the 
format that seemingly worked 
for years. This year’s teams 
will be chosen by a televised 
draft on Friday. 

“You look around the leagues, 
the concept is pretty much 
the same: Voted in or picked 
by fans or hockey personnel,” 


Phoenix Coyotes defenseman 
Ed Jovanovski said. “I’d say 
this caught people probably 
90 percent off-guard.” 
Brendan Shanahan is proving 
to be every bit as creative an 
executive as he was in building 
a Hall of Fame-caliber 
playing career. The eight¬ 
time All-Star, now the NHL’s 
vice president of hockey 
and business development, 
worked with the league and 
the players’ association to 
develop a plan that fans could 
relate to even more than the 
All-Stars themselves. 

Instead of dividing the players 
by conference or nationality, 
both tried and true methods, 
the All-Star teams won’t be 
set until the captains make 
their picks. 

This is where fantasy meets 
reality. The draft is such an 
interesting concept, the NHL 
is running the risk that it will 
overshadow the game. 

Eric Staal of the host Carolina 
Hurricanes will serve as 
captain of the aptly named 
“Team Staal,” and along 
with his alternate captains — 
Washington defenseman Mike 
Green and Vancouver’s Ryan 
Kesler — will stage a draft 
against Detroit defenseman 
Nicklas Lidstrom and his 
assistants Martin St. Louis of 
the Tampa Bay Lightning and 
Patrick Kane of Chicago on 
“Team Lidstrom.” 

One by one, All-Stars will 
be plucked off the board 
until both squads are set for 
Saturday’s skills competition 
and Sunday’s game — the 
first since 2009 after a one- 
year hiatus created by the 
Vancouver Olympics. 

Will the draft split up the 
Vancouver Canucks’ Sedin 
twins, who have always 
played together? Will Staal 
pick his younger brother, 
Marc, a New York Rangers 
defenseman, or goalie Cam 
Ward — a teammate on the 
Hurricanes? 

Eric Staal has already gotten 
pressure from his mother to 
choose Marc, and the Staals 
will be in town for a big 
family reunion.□

AMSTERDAM (AP) — 
Ruud Gullit has hit back at 
criticism of his decision to 
coach Chechnyan club Terek 
Grozny, whose president, 
former militia leader 
Ramzan Kadyrov, also is the 
Kremlin-backed president of 
Chechnya. 

Gullit’s decision surprised his 
countrymen, since Kadyrov 
has been accused of human 
rights abuses. But Gullit 
compared his decision to the 
Dutch national team’s opting 
to compete in the 1978 World 
Cup in Argentina — then 
ruled by a repressive military 
dictatorship. 

“There was a lot of 
discussion in 1978, but 
the Netherlands went then 
for sport,” said Gullit, a 
former coach of Chelsea, 
Newcastle, Feyenoord and 
the Los Angeles Galaxy. 
The Netherlands lost the 
1978 World Cup final 3-1 to 
Argentina after extra time. 
“This is exactly the same,” he 
added. “You will always have 
people for and against. But I 
don’t want to be involved in 
politics, I want to concentrate 
on the sport and give the 
people there a little pleasure 
in their lives again.” 


Gullit, a midfielder who 
combined power and grace in 
his playing days, is a sporting 
icon in the Netherlands for 
leading the country to the 
1988 European Championship 
victory. 

He believes his presence in 
the impoverished republic in 
the North Caucasus can have 
a positive influence on the 
region that is still recovering 
from two devastating 
separatist conflicts with 
Russia. 


“There’s a boy in the team 
who has trouble laughing. 
Members of staff have 
explained that it is because 
he lived in bunkers for 10 
years because they were at 
war,” Gullit said. “I got that 
boy laughing again by paying 
him a compliment. That is 
beautiful — that is the other 
side of the story.” 

Gullit said the toughest 
element of his stint in Grozny 
would likely be leaving his 
family back in Amsterdam. □

Edwin Van der Sar 
retiring at season’s end

THE HAGUE, Netherlands (AP) — Veteran Manchester 
United goalkeeper Edwin van der Sar confirmed Thursday he 
will retire at the end of the season. 

The Netherlands’ most-capped player with 130 appearances 
says he wants to spend more time with his family. 

The 40-year-old keeper said in a statement issued by his 
management that he still feels fit, but “enough is enough.” 

Van der Sar’s wife Annemarie suffered a stroke last year. 

“She fought back bravely, so we decided to stay in England and 
at Manchester United for another year,” Van der Sar said. “But 
once the season began, the thought of saying goodbye began to 
gnaw at me.” 

Van der Sar rose to prominence with Ajax before playing for 
Juventus, Fulham and Manchester United in a career spanning 
21 seasons. 

Van der Sar said his most memorable save came in the 2008 
Champions League final against Chelsea when he stopped a 
penalty from Nicolas Anelka to help Manchester United lift 
Europe’s top club trophy. “I’ve made better saves, but that one 
was so decisive,” he said. “The joy I experienced with the team 
after that was so intense I’ll never forget it.”Q

“We are strengthening 
communication channels 
with all parties,” Rogge said. 
“This of course includes 
symposiums such as this 
and the IOC’s first meeting 
between the sports movement, 
governments, public 

international organizations 
and sports betting operators 
on March 1.” 

Rogge compared illegal 
betting to doping. 

“While doping remains our 
No. 1 threat, billion-dollar 
betting scams run by criminal 
gangs and unlicensed 
gambling outfits are a growing 
concern,” Rogge said at the 
symposium, hosted by the 
International Sports Press 
Association. “And this new 
scourge needs to be fought 


with the same seriousness 
and unity with which we are 
fighting doping.” 

Separately, Rogge wrote in 
a newspaper opinion piece 
that the IOC is stepping up 
its efforts to fight illegal 
gambling. 

“Illegal or irregular betting 
... is potentially crippling. 
Each instance that comes to 
light undermines confidence 
in sport, which can lead 
to spectator apathy and 
drops in attendance, TV 
viewership and sponsorship,” 
Rogge wrote. “At its worst, 
it can deter people from 
participating in sport in the 
first place.” 

Rogge also called on sports 
bodies and governments 
around the world to write 
legislation against illegal 
betting. 


“We are currently in the 
process of encouraging all 
our partners in the Olympic 
Movement to adopt rules 
that forbid betting on each 
respective sport,” Rogge 
wrote. 

“Without it, there are no 
grounds on which to punish 
the cheats. 

“The support of governments 
is also paramount. They are 
the ones with the authority 
to create a legal framework 
in which legal and regular 
betting can take place.” 

The IOC-established 

International Sports 

Monitoring was created to 
monitor the Olympics for 
suspicious betting activity. 
Rogge noted there have been 
no instances of concern yet at 
the games. 

If there is a suspicious case, 


“we launch an inquiry and the 
betting companies transfer 
all the necessary information 
regarding the bet and the 
bettor to the IOC. 

Thankfully, we did not have 
to activate this system at the 
Olympic Games in Beijing 
in 2008 or in Vancouver last 


year,” Rogge wrote. 
Match-fixing and suspicious 
betting have come up more 
and more in recent years, 
particularly in football and 
tennis. The International 
Tennis Federation has created 
the Tennis Integrity Unit to 
help keep its sport clean. □ 
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Federer, Nadal nowgone at Australian Open

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — First Rafael Nadal, 
now Roger Federer. 

The 16-time Grand Slam title¬ 
winning Federer was knocked 
out of the Australian Open 
7-6 (3), 7-5, 6-4 on Thursday 
by 2008 champion Novak 
Djokovic. 

The talk before the tournament 
was of a blockbuster final 
between Nadal, going for his 
fourth straight Grand Slam 
win, and Federer, who was 
aiming for his fifth Australian 
title and perhaps the only 
player who could stop him. 
Instead, after Nadal was 
eliminated by fellow Spaniard 
David Ferrer in an injury- 
induced straight-set loss 
Wednesday, and now Federer 
heading home, it will be 
Djokovic in the final against 
either Andy Murray or Ferrer 
— they play their semifinal on 
Friday. “Fm looking forward 
to watching that match 
tomorrow from my bed with 
some popcorn,” Djokovic 
said. “David played a fantastic 
match against Rafa even 
though Rafa was struggling 
obviously with injuries. 

“They are in top shape. Andy 
has been in top shape on this 
court. It’s a Grand Slam final, 
anything can happen. I believe 
in myself, it’s really one of the 
best matches I’ve played in a 
while.” 

It will be the first time since 
2003 that Federer will not hold 
any of the four major titles 
and the first time that neither 
Nadal nor Federer will not 
feature in a Grand Slam final 
since the Australian Open in 
2008, when Djokovic beat Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga. 

“I was ready for another two 
sets easily,” Federer said. 
“Pity I couldn’t push him 
there. Wish I could have won 
here for the fifth time, but it 
wasn’t possible tonight.” 

The finals scenario could 
open the door for Murray to 
become the first British Grand 
Slam singles champion since 
Fred Perry in 1936 when the 
final is played Sunday night at 
Rod Laver Arena. 

It is the second straight 
Grand Slam that Djokovic 
has knocked Federer out in 


the semis. At last year’s U.S. 
Open, the Serbian player 
saved match points before 
beating Federer in five sets to 
advance to the final against 
Nadal. 

The last time Federer lost in 
straight sets to Djokovic in a 
major was here in 2008. 
Federer won 11 of 14 points 
to come back from a service 
break down to take the lead 
in the second set after the 
two traded tit-for-tat booming 
forehands and chip backhands 
during the opening set. But 
Djokovic broke back later in 
the second set and took his 
power strokes into the third set 
to win in an even three hours. 
It was the 20th meeting of the 
pair, with Federer still holding 
a 13-7 edge. 

Earlier Thursday, Li Na and 
Kim Clijsters advanced to 
Saturday’s women’s final. 

Li’s bubbly personality off- 
court and her steady play on it 
have won her legions of new 
fans, particularly in her native 
China. It might even earn her 
a Grand Slam singles title. 
She’s the first Chinese woman 
to advance to a singles final at 
a major. 

Li fended off a match point in 
the second set and rebounded 
for a 3-6, 7-5, 6-3 win over 
No. 1 Caroline Wozniacki, 
while Clijsters, advancing to 
her eighth major final, beat 
No. 2-ranked Vera Zvonareva 
6-3, 6-3. 

“This is good experience for 
my whole life, because many 
players, they play a long time, 
but they never play the final 
for a Grand Slam,” Li said. 
Clijsters says she’ll use her 
previous appearances in 
finals — she’s won three U.S. 
Opens, including two since 
she returned from a retirement 
after getting married and 
having a child — to her 
advantage. 

“I guess I’ve been on tour 
for a while and I’ve played 
big matches and not always 
won them,” Clijsters said. 
“Although I’ve lost them 
sometimes, they really do 
teach you a lot of things.” 

For the past 10 days, Li 
has regaled the crowds and 
television audiences with 
her wit, joking about credit 
card spending, her mother’s

reluctance to watch any of 
her matches, and the snoring 
of her husband and coach’s, 
Jiang Shan. 

A mark of her respect for 
other players was evident 
Thursday when she was asked 
about Clijsters. 

“She’s a nice person,” Li 
replied, preferring to not 
initially comment on the 
Belgian’s court prowess. “A 
good player, tough player, 
another challenge.” 

Her win was big news in 
China, where television 
commentator Xu Chang said 
Li had raised the profile of 
Chinese tennis, which has 
long struggled for recognition 
next to badminton and table 
tennis. “Li has realized the 
dreams of all those promoting 
Chinese tennis,” Xu said. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency said a Grand Slam 
win by Li “would also inspire 
a rush of new tennis players 
in China.” Li beat Clijsters in 
the final of the tuneup event at 
Sydney, where she came back 
from 5-0 down in the first set 
to win it in straight sets. 
Wozniacki, playing at a major 
for the first time with the No. 


1 ranking, had match point at 
5-4 and 40-30 in the second 
set before Li rallied. Another 
66 minutes later, Li served 
and won on her first match 
point. 

Li lost to Serena Williams 
in two tiebreak sets in the 
semifinals here last year in her 
previous best run at a major. 
Her trip to the final is just 
another first for Li, who was 
the first Chinese player to win 
a tour-level title and the first 
to enter the top 10. She is also 
the first player from Asia to 
reach a Grand Slam singles 
final. 

“I’m so happy I can be the 
first Chinese player to come 
to a final — I always do the 
first one!” she said. 


Asked what motivated her 
comeback, she deadpanned: 
“Prize money.” 

Li looked down and out after 
the first set, when she made 17 
unforced errors and struggled 
for consistency. She finished 
with 51 unforced errors, but 
that was a reflection of her 
pushing Wozniacki to the 
extremes. 

Wozniacki ensured she’ll 
retain the No. 1 ranking 
by reaching the semifinals 
— after coming back from 
a set and a break down to 
beat French Open champion 
Francesca Schiavone in three 
sets — but she’ll no doubt be 
answering questions about her 
ranking for tournaments to

Panel finds 
financial crisis 
was avoidable

WASHINGTON - The 
government-appointed panel 
investigating the roots of 
the financial crisis says the 
meltdown occurred because 
government officials and Wall 
Street executives ignored 
warning signs and failed 
to manage risks. The crisis 
could have been avoided, 
the Financial Crisis Inquiry 
Commission determined in a 
final report released Thursday 
that was only supported by 
Democrats on the panel. Instead 
the country fell into the deepest 
recession since the 1930s 
and millions of people lost 
their jobs, the congressionally 
appointed panel concluded. 

The Bush and Clinton 
administrations, the current 
and previous Federal Reserve 
chairmen, and Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
all bear some responsibility for 
allowing the crisis to happen, 
the panel said.Q

WASHINGTON - Social 
Security will post nearly 
$600 billion in deficits 
over the next decade as 
the economy struggles to 
recover and millions of baby 
boomers stand at the brink of 
retirement, according to new 
congressional projections. 
This year alone, Social 
Security is projected to collect 
$45 billion less in payroll taxes 
than it pays out in retirement, 
disability and survivor 
benefits, the nonpartisan 
Congressional Budget Office 
said Wednesday. That figure 
swells to $130 billion when 
a new one-year cut in payroll 
taxes is included, though 
Congress has promised to 
repay any lost revenue from 
the tax cut. 

Last year, Social Security 
posted its first deficit since the 
program was last overhauled 
in the 1980s. The CBO 
said at the time that Social 
Security would post surpluses 
for a few more years before 
permanently slipping into 
deficits in 2016. 

But the new projections show 
nothing but red ink until the 
Social Security trust funds are 
exhausted in 2037. 

The outlook has grown 
bleaker as the nation struggles 
to recover from its worst 
economic crisis since Social 
Security was enacted during 
the Great Depression. In the 
short term, Social Security 
is suffering from a weak 
economy that has payroll 


taxes lagging and applications 
for benefits rising. In the long 
term, Social Security will 
be strained by the growing 
number of baby boomers 
retiring and applying for 
benefits. 

More than 54 million people 
receive retirement, disability 
or survivor benefits from 
Social Security. Monthly 
payments average $1,076. 

The deficits add a sense of 
urgency to efforts to improve 
Social Security’s finances. 
For much of the past 30 
years, Social Security has 
run big surpluses, which the 
government has borrowed 
to spend on other programs. 
Now that the program is 
running deficits, the federal 


government will have to find 
money elsewhere to pay back 
Social Security, so it continue 
to issue benefits. 

“I’ve received the lash from 
those who say, ‘Well, you 
shouldn’t have to cut Social 
Security because there are 
trillions of dollars of assets,”’ 
said Sen. Kent Conrad, 
D-N.D., chairman of the 
Senate Budget Committee. 
“It is true there are trillions of 
dollars of assets. It is true that 
they’re backed by the full faith 
and credit of the United States. 
It is also true that the only way 
those bonds get redeemed is 
out of the current income of 
the United States.” 

Other lawmakers said Social 
Security’s financial problems

are not that urgent. 

“In the last 75 years, in good 
times and in bad times, Social 
Security has paid out every 
nickel owed to every eligible 
beneficiary at a relatively 
modest administrative cost,” 
said Sen. Bernie Sanders, who 
organized the first meeting 
of the Senate Social Security 
caucus Thursday. 

“We are getting very tired 
about hearing our Republican 
and right wing friends telling 
us about how Social Security 
is collapsing when the reality 
is, Social Security today has 
a surplus of $2.6 trillion,” 
Sanders said. “Social Security 
can pay out every benefit owed 
to every eligible American, for

NEW YORK - Stock indexes 
were flat in midday trading 
Thursday after a surprise 
jump in applications for 
unemployment benefits and 
mixed earnings reports from 
large U.S. companies. 

F irst-time applications 

for unemployment rose to 
454,000, the highest level 
since late October. Economists 
had expected the number to 
rise to 407,000. Snowstorms 
in some parts of the country 
forced companies to lay off 
workers, economists said. 
Caterpillar Inc. rose 0.8 
percent after its fourth-quarter 
profit quadrupled on strong 
global demand for mining 
and construction equipment. 


Time Warner Cable Inc. 
gained 2 percent after raising 
its dividend thanks to a 22 
percent jump in income last 
quarter. AT&T Inc. fell 3 
percent, the largest drop in the 
30 companies that make up the 
Dow Jones industrial average. 
The company reported that 
new wireless contracts fell to 
the lowest level in more than 
five years. 

Procter & Gamble Co., the 
maker of consumer products 
like Tide detergent, fell 2.9 
percent after it failed to meet 
analyst’s expectations. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average inched up 2 points, 
or less than 0.1 percent, to 
11,987. The index broke 
through the 12,000 mark 
yesterday for the first time 
since June 2008 before 


slipping in the late afternoon. 
The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 was flat at 1,296. 
The last time the index closed 
above 1,300 was Aug. 28, 
2008. 

The Nasdaq composite gained 
9, or 0.3 percent, to 2,748. 

A government-appointed 
panel said Thursday that 
the financial crisis could 
have been avoided if Wall 
Street executives and 
government officials had 
properly managed risks. The 
panel said that the Bush and 
Clinton administrations, the 
Federal Reserve and Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
share responsibility for 
allowing the crisis to happen. 
The panel’s conclusions 
had been leaked ahead of its 
formal report and were widely 
expected on Wall Street. 

After the market closed 
Wednesday, Netflix Inc. 
reported that its subscriber 
base rose above 20 million 
customers. The stock jumped 
14 percent to $208. Netflix 
has quadrupled over the last 
12 months. 

Amazon.com Inc. and 
Microsoft Corp. will report 
earnings after the market 
closes. 

Bond prices fell slightly, 
sending yields higher. The 
yield on the 10-year Treasury 
note rose to 3.44 percent 
from 3.41 percent late 
Wednesday. □ 


Exxon: Global gasoline demand to fall over 20 yrs

NEW YORK - There will be 400 million 
more cars on the world’s roads 20 years from 
now, yet gasoline consumption will decline, 
according to a projection from Exxon Mobil 
Corp. in its long-term energy outlook released 
Thursday. The world’s biggest investor-owned 
oil and gas company expects energy use overall 
will grow 35 percent by 2030, But that growth 
would be three times higher if people used as 
much energy per capita as they do now. 
Nowhere is that more apparent than in 
projections of gasoline demand. People in 
developing countries, especially China, will 
drive millions of more cars and gas demand 
will grow, but the cars will be more efficient 
than those of the past. 

Meanwhile, improvements in fuel efficiency 
in the U.S. and Europe will create a drop in 
demand that more than matches Asia’s growth. 
Demand for fuel for passenger vehicles will 
decline by 20 percent in the U.S. and by one 
third in Europe by 2030. 

Exxon’s long-term energy analysis, updated 


and released to the public every year, paints 
a picture of what Bill Colton, vice president, 
Corporate Strategic Planning called a “tale of 
two worlds.” In developed countries like the 
U.S., Japan, and the nations of Europe, demand 
for energy will stay flat even as economic 
activity increases by 60 percent. In developing 
countries like China, India and Brazil, demand 
for energy will rise more than 70 percent as 
more and more people gain access to electricity 
and transportation. Exxon’s annual analysis 
differs from similar projections done by the 
U.S. Energy Information Administration in 
that it incorporates expected policy changes 
in its forecasts. “The degree of analysis that 
goes into their projections is as rigorous as you 
get from any other institution,” says Lawrence 
Eagles, an analyst at JP Morgan, of the Exxon 
report. “It provides a good framework to look 
into the future.” While demand for gasoline is 
expected to stay flat, demand for oil is expected 
to grow. Diesel, jet fuel, and other oil-derived 
transportation fuels are expected to more than 
make up for the small decline in gasoline 
demand. □

Toyota to recall 1.7 million 
vehicles worldwide

TOKYO - Toyota Motor said Wednesday it will recall 1.7 
million vehicles worldwide over concerns about possible 
fuel leakages, in the latest setback for the troubled Japanese 
auto giant. 

The move will see the world’s largest automaker pull 1.28 
million vehicles in Japan and 421,000 overseas, Toyota and 
the Japanese transport ministry said. 

Analysts say the carmaker now faces further pressure in 
its battle to regain consumer trust overseas after a crisis 
involving millions of recalls, a wave of lawsuits and record 
fines. Its shares tumbled 1.87 percent in Tokyo Wednesday. 
Defective parts prompting the latest recalls include engine 
fuel pipes that may crack and leak, and faulty pressure 
sensors connected to engine fuel delivery pipes. 

“Slight cracks may appear on the engine fuel pipes. If it 
continues to be used, the crack may be widened and there 
may be risks of fuel leakage,” Japan’s transport ministry said 
in a statement. 

The recalls include around 245,000 of Toyota’s luxury Lexus 
vehicles in the United States, including Lexus GS 300 and 
350 models as well as the IS250 and IS350 vehicles, Toyota 
said. 

The car giant will pull 74,590 Lexus, Crown and other cars 
in Japan over similar leakage fears, and around 10,000 Lexus 
units in Europe. 

Domestically, 19 models such as Noah, Voxy, Caldina and 
Isis produced between 2000 and 2009 will be affected. 

No accidents have been reported out of more than 140 cases, 
it said. 

Toyota said it would begin fixing defective parts for free 
on Thursday in Japan and would follow recall regulations 
overseas. “We sincerely apologise to our customers for 
causing a lot of trouble,” the company said in a statement. 

In 2008 Toyota ended General Motors’ 77-year reign as the 
world’s largest automaker but the road has been a bumpy one 
for the Japanese giant, facing the impact of the economic 
crisis, recalls and recently a strong yen. 

Earlier this week, Toyota announced global sales of 8.42 
million vehicles, just ahead of General Motors’ 8.39 million, 
confirming its position as the world’s biggest carmaker for 
the third year running but with GM closing in. 

Previously lauded for its vehicles’ safety and reliability, a US 
recall of around four million vehicles in late 2009 swelled 
to nearly nine million units by February 2010 for brake and 
accelerator defects linked to some driver fatalities. 

As criticism mounted of its slow response and bureaucratic 
inflexibility, Toyota tightened its recall policy and by 
November last year had pulled nearly 13 million vehicles 
over a range of issues.□ 
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In U.S. courts, Facebook posts become less private

ATLANTA - It’s the latest 
litigation tactic in the 
online age: U.S. lawyers are 
trying to mine the private 
zones of Facebook and 
other social-media sites for 
photos, comments, status 
updates and other tidbits that 
might contradict what their 
opponents are saying in court. 
And increasingly, judges in 
civil cases are granting access 
to online caches that had 
formerly been considered off- 
limits. 

Defense lawyers in personal- 
injury cases, in particular, are 
finding social networks to be 
a rich source of potentially 
exculpatory evidence. In 
one recent case, a New York 
woman who claimed to be 
bedridden after falling off a 
defective chair showed up 
in family Facebook photos 
smiling happily in front of her 
house. 

While judges have long 
allowed information gleaned 
from public portions of 
networking sites to be used 
as evidence in civil trials, 


materials that are password- 
protected or reserved for 
selected “friends” have 

been given a greater level 
of protection. But in recent 
months, two state courts have 
granted defendants broad 

access to “private” photos and 
comments. A federal court 
issued a similar ruling in 2009. 
This shifting legal balance 
between privacy and 

evidence-gathering reflects 
the broader debate that has 
been raging over what level 


of privacy, if any, citizens can 
expect as they put more and 
more personal information 
online. And privacy, at least on 
this front, seems to be losing. 
“This is beginning to catch on 
across the country,” said Jim 
Dempsey, vice president of 
public policy at the Center for 
Democracy and Technology, 
a liberal think tank. “You do 
have a right of privacy in your 
private Facebook postings. 
But in the context of litigation, 
that right can be overcome.” 


Microsoft 2Q earnings edge down on slow PC sales 


SEATTLE - Microsoft Corp. 
on Thursday said its net 
income for the latest quarter 
fell slightly from a year ago, 
and it beat Wall Street’s 
expectations despite the weak 
personal computer market. 
Microsoft’s net income for the 
October-December quarter 
was $6.63 billion, compared 
with $6.66 billion in the same 
period last year. Thanks to 
stock buybacks, net income 
rose to 77 cents per share, from 
74 cents. Analysts surveyed 
by FactSet were expecting net 
income of 69 cents per share 
for the fiscal second quarter. 
Much of Microsoft’s business 
depends on selling copies of 
the Windows operating system 
and Office desktop software, 
products that rise and fall with 
fluctuations in the personal 
computer market. 

Revenue plunged 30 percent 
in the Windows division to 
$5.1 billion, in a quarter when 
worldwide personal computer 
shipments only grew about 
3 percent, as Apple Inc.’s 
iPad and the promise of more 
tablet devices to come made 
consumers think twice about 
what kind of device to buy. 


However, the division 
that sells Office software, 
the Sharepoint online 
collaboration system and 
other business programs, saw 
revenue rise 24 percent to $6 
billion. Big companies that 
put off buying new technology 
during the worst of the 
recession are more willing 
now to upgrade their systems. 
Strength in the entertainment 
and devices division, which 
is responsible for Xbox 360, 
also helped make up for weak 
Windows sales. Microsoft 
says it sold 8 million of its 
new Kinect motion-sensing 
controller for the video-game 
system, helping push revenue 
for the segment up 55 percent 
to $3.7 billion. 

In all, Microsoft’s revenue 
edged up 5 percent to $20 
billion, topping analysts’ 
expectations for $19.2 billion 
in revenue. 

The software maker rushed 
out its earnings report a few 
minutes early, just before the 
markets closed for the day. 
Shares spiked to more than 
$29 per share in heavy trading 
about 15 minutes before the 
closing bell, before dropping 



back to $28.87, a 9-cent gain 
for the day. 

“A preproduction draft of 
our earnings release was 
discovered by one or more 
media sources who then 
published our results to the 
Web before market close,” 
Microsoft’s Bill Koefoed, 
general manager of investor 
relations, said in a statement. 
“After consulting with 
NASDAQ, we have posted 
our official numbers. We 
apologize for any confusion 
and will review our procedures 
to ensure this does not happen 
again.” This has happened 
before to other companies, 
including The Walt Disney 
Co. last year. Q 


AT&T CEO: 
Well push 
Android 
phones

NEW YORK - The CEO of 
AT&T Inc. on Thursday said 
the company will start “very 
aggressively” marketing 
smart phones based on Google 
Inc.’s Android software now 
that it will no longer be the 
exclusive carrier for Apple 
Inc.’s iPhone in the U.S. 

So far, Verizon Wireless, 
AT&T’s chief competitor, has 
been the biggest supporter 
of Android. But it will start 
selling the iPhone on Feb. 10, 
and is likely to shift resources 
away from Android. 

Motorola on Wednesday said 
it’s already seeing a drop¬ 
off in sales of its Android 
phones in Verizon stores, as 
customers are holding off, 
waiting for the iPhone. 

In effect, AT&T and Verizon 
Wireless are set to swap 
strategies in the high-stakes 
smart phone market, with 
AT&T turning to Android and 
Verizon to the iPhone. 

“We’re going to be a heavy 
participant in the Android 
market this year, so you’re 
going to see a significant 
shift in mix” of the phones 
sold by AT&T, CEO Randall 
Stephenson told analysts on 
a conference call. Apart from 
Motorola Mobility Holdings 
Inc., major makers of 
Android phones are Samsung 
Electronics Corp. and HTC 
Corp. 

AT&T, the nation’s largest 
telecommunications 
company, also provided an 
earnings forecast for the year 
that disappointed analysts, 
and said it signed up a net of 
just 400,000 new customers 
on contract-based wireless 
plans in the last three months 
of last year. It was the lowest 
quarterly number in at least 
five years. 

Shares of AT&T, which 
are part of the Dow Jones 
industrial average, fell 77 
cents, or 2.7 percent, to $27.96 
in afternoon trading. 

The low number of new

contracts demonstrated that 
even though AT&T activated 
a lot of iPhones — 4.1 million 
— the iconic phone has lost 
much of its power to attract 
customers from other carriers. 
Since it launched in 2007, 
the iPhone has been driving 
millions of high-paying 
subscribers to AT&T, and it 
now earns more per subscriber 
than any other carrier. If its 
per-subscriber revenue was 
in line with Verizon’s, AT&T 
would pull in $7.7 billion less 
every year. 

Subscribers who sign two- 
year contracts are the most 
lucrative for wireless carriers 
and are an important measure 
of their performance. Verizon 
Wireless, AT&T’s chief 
competitor, on Tuesday 
reported adding more than 
twice as many subscribers 
under contract. However, 
the difference is exaggerated 
by the fact that Verizon sells 
tablets with contracts, while 
AT&T doesn’t. 

Stephenson said the company 
expects to continue to add 
contract-based subscribers 
this year, partly thanks to 
significant network upgrades 
last year. Complaints about 
dropped calls and other 
network problems have 
haunted the company for 
years. 

“We’re really starting to 
feel good about the network 
situation. We’re making a lot 
of progress here,” the CEO

“We’ve been sending the 
printed ballot and each year, 
more and more people chose 
to vote online,” Connell says. 
“We thought there might be 
a possibility of a few people 
who weren’t as comfortable 
(without) a printed ballot.

U.S. health authorities on 
Thursday issued an “interim 
guidance” to help doctors and 
patients using Truvada, the 
once-a-day combination pill 
that was shown in November 
to help prevent the spread of 
HIV in high-risk individuals. 
The guidance, from experts at 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, 
stresses that only gay and 
bisexual men at high risk for 
contracting the virus — the 
same population included in 
the study — should use the pill. 
When used as a preventive 
agent, the medication should 
only be given to men who 
are currently HIV-negative 
and only as part of a larger 
prevention plan that includes 
testing for other sexually 
transmitted diseases, 

counseling and using 
condoms faithfully. 

“While we think this is really 
a very important new tool in 
HIV prevention, it has only 
been proven safe and effective 
with men who have sex with 
men, so at this point we don’t 
feel we have the information 
to discuss its use for anyone 
other than [this group],” said 
Dr. Dawn Smith, lead author 
of the new guidance, which 
appears in the Jan. 28 issue 


of the CDC journal Morbidity 
and Mortality Weekly Report. 
Even for highly sexually 
active gay and bisexual 
men, “it’s not the first line 
of prevention,” Smith said. 
“It’s meant for men who 
are unable to successfully, 
consistently use standard 
methods of reducing their risk 
of acquiring HIV.” 

In essence, Truvada is “meant 
to function as a safety net in 
addition to those methods. So 
if a man can’t use condoms 
consistently then maybe 
[Truvada] would be helpful 
while they improve condom 
use,” Smith said. 

Truvada is a combination 
of two anti-HIV drugs, 
emtricitabine (Emtriva) and 
tenofovir (Viread), included 
in a once-a-day pill. The 
pill is already available by 
prescription as a treatment for 
HIV infection. 

A study published Nov. 25 
in the New England Journal 
of Medicine found that it cut 
the risk of HIV infection by 
almost 44 percent in those at 
highest risk for contracting 
the virus, namely sexually 
active gay and bisexual men. 
The risk reduction climbed 
to nearly 73 percent among 
study participants who took 
the pill 90 percent of the time, 


the researchers added. 

Both the treatment and the 
control group in the study also 
received intensive counseling 
on safe sex practices and 
were given condoms (about 
500,000 condoms were 
distributed throughout the 
course of the trial). Men in the 
study reported having had an 
average of 18 sexual partners 
in the previous 12 weeks. 
Another expert agreed, 
however, that Truvada is not 
meant to supplant the condom. 
“There has always been a 
concern that people will see 
this as an either/or proposition 
[pill or condom] but it’s clearly 
‘and,’” said Dr. Michael 
Horberg, director of HIV/ 
AIDS at Kaiser Permanente

The researchers compared 
the students’ ability to self- 
correct their vision — under the 
supervision of their teachers, 
who had been shown how to 
use the glasses — against the 
results of a professional eye 
exam. The adjustable glasses 
work via special lenses made 
of a clear membrane filled with 
silicon oil and held between 
two plastic discs. The wearer 
can change the amount of oil 
in the lenses using a removable 
syringe and dial that attach 
to the glasses’ frame. Adding 
or removing oil changes the 
curvature of the lenses, which 
alters their strength. 

Among kids in the current 
study, just over 92 percent 
were able to correct their 
nearsightedness using the 
glasses. That compared with 
a nearly 100-percent rate 
when the students were given 
professional eye exams. 

“What we have proven is 
the basic principle,” said 
Silver in an e-mail to Reuters 
Health. “The large majority 
of teenaged children in an 
area where poor vision from 
uncorrected refractive error is 
common can achieve vision 
sufficient to meet the demands 
of the classroom.

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Challenger: 25 years later, a still painful wound 

NASA honors astronauts lost from Apollo, shuttles

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
-For many, no single word 
evokes as much pain. 
Challenger. 

A quarter-century later, images 
of the exploding space shuttle 
still signify all that can go 
wrong with technology and the 
sharpest minds. The accident 
on Jan. 28, 1986 — a scant 73 
seconds into flight, nine miles 
above the Atlantic for all to 
see — remains NASA’s most 
visible failure. 

It was the world’s first high- 
tech catastrophe to unfold on 
live TV. Adding to the anguish 
was the young audience: School

children everywhere tuned 
in that morning to watch the 
launch of the first schoolteacher 
and ordinary citizen bound for 
space, Christa McAuliffe. 

She never made it. 

McAuliffe and six others on 
board perished as the cameras 
rolled, victims of stiff O-ring 
seals and feeble bureaucratic 
decisions. It was, as one grief 
and trauma expert recalls, “the 
beginning of the age when 
the whole world knew what 
happened as it happened.” 
“That was kind of our pilot 
study for all the rest to come, 
I think. It was so ghastly,” 
said Sally Karioth, a professor 
in Florida State University’s 


school of nursing. 

The crew compartment shot 
out of the fireball, intact, and 
continued upward another three 
miles before plummeting. The 
free fall lasted more than two 
minutes. There was no parachute 
to slow the descent, no escape 
system whatsoever; NASA 
had skipped all that in shuttle 
development. Space travel was 
considered so ordinary, in fact, 
that the Challenger seven wore 
little more than blue coveralls 
and skimpy motorcycle-type 
helmets for takeoff. 

In a horrific flash, the most 
diverse space crew ever — 
including one black, one 
Japanese-American and two 
women, one of them a Jew 
— was gone. The name of 
NASA’s second oldest shuttle 
was forever locked in a where- 
were-you moment. “You say 
‘Challenger’ and then we see 
that figure of smoke in the sky,” 
said Karioth, who teaches death 
and dying classes. There has 
been a growing list of calamities 
since then. Waco. Oklahoma 
City. Columbine. 9/11. Shuttle 
Columbia. Katrina. Virginia 
Tech. And now, Tucson. 

With so much carnage, another 
space catastrophe wouldn’t have 
the same impact as Challenger, 
Karioth noted. “We’re used 
to everybody dying now,” she 
said. 

The death of a young, vivacious 
schoolteacher, combined with 
NASA’s stubborn refusal to 
share information about the 
accident and the realization that 
America’s space program was 
fallible, added to the nation’s 
collective pain. 

President Ronald Reagan’s 
poetic tribute soothed the day’s 
raw emotions. 

“The crew of the space shuttle 
Challenger honored us by the 
manner in which they lived 
their lives,” Reagan told a 
grieving nation after canceling 
that night’s State of the Union 


address. “We will never forget 
them, nor the last time we saw 
them, this morning, as they 
prepared for their journey and 
waved goodbye and ‘slipped 
the surly bonds of Earth’ to 
‘touch the face of God.’” 
NASA safely had launched 
shuttles 24 times before, and a 
sense of routine and hurry-it-up 
had crept in. The space agency 
wanted to pull off 15 missions 
in 1986. Repeated delays with 
Columbia on that year’s first 
flight and then with Challenger 
were spoiling the effort. 

The first federal Martin Luther 
King holiday had just been 
observed. NASA’s Voyager 2 
probe, flying farther than any 
previous spacecraft, had swung 
past Uranus, discovering 10 
new moons. “That’s What 
Friends Are For,” the AIDS 
charity anthem, topped the 
music charts. And a 37-year-old 
schoolteacher from Concord, 
N.H., was about to rocket into 
orbit. 

“Imagine a history teacher 
making history,” McAuliffe 
observed before the flight. She 
got an apple from a technician 
atop the ice-encrusted launch 
pad, before boarding Challenger 
one final time. 

In the 20s at daybreak, the 
temperature had risen only 
into the mid-30s by the time 
Challenger blasted off at 11:38 
a.m. “Go at throttle up,” radioed 
commander Francis “Dick” 
Scobee. What happened next 
was unthinkable, his widow 
says. 

“It was really a shock wave that 
went across our country and 
around the world,” June Scobee 
Rodgers said in an interview 
this week with The Associated 
Press. “People witnessed the 
loss of Challenger over and 
over on their televisions.” 

Dick Scobee. Michael Smith. 
Ellison Onizuka. Judith Resnik. 
Ronald McNair. Christa 
McAuliffe. Gregory Jarvis. The 


first of the shuttle astronauts to 
die on the job. 

Seventeen years later, almost to 
the day, seven more astronauts 
were killed, this time at the 
end of their mission. Instead 
of booster rockets and freezing 
launch weather, fuel-tank foam 
insulation was to blame. The 
similarities between Challenger 
and Columbia, though, were 
haunting. Another multiethnic 
crew lost, more poor decision¬ 
making, an intolerant work 
culture, drum-beating pressure 
to launch. 

NASA paused Thursday to 
remember all 17 astronauts 
lost in the line of duty over the 
years, including three from the 
Apollo launch pad fire in 1967. 
A wreath was laid at Arlington 
National Cemetery. And the 
shuttle fleet is grounded once 
more. Fuel tank cracking is the 
latest culprit. 

NASA hopes to get Discovery 
flying by the end of February. 
Endeavour — Challenger’s 
replacement — will follow in 
April. It will fly with or without 
commander Mark Kelly, who’s 
tending to his wounded wife, 
Arizona Congresswoman 
Gabrielle Giffords, who was 
shot Jan. 8 in Tucson. Atlantis 
will close out the 30-year shuttle 
program with a summertime 
flight, No. 135. Shuttle program 
manager John Shannon prefers 
not “to compare and contrast” 
the Challenger era and now. But 
he points out that he’s felt “zero 
pressure” to rush the remaining 
flights, even though “we kind of 
get beat up a little bit” in some 
quarters for all the delays. 

Roger Launius, a senior curator 
at the National Air and Space 
Museum in Washington, 
says: “When we look back 
50 years from now on the 
shuttle program, we are going 
to view it as this remarkable 
technological achievement. 
And it had a remarkable run for 
30 years. Q

La AP llamo a la Corte Constitucional, y la encargada 
del Departamento de Comunicacion, Carolina Paredes, 
confirmo que ese organismo adopto tal decision, pero 
no quiso dar otros detalles.
